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This is in response to Papers filed on 1 8 January 2007. 

I. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The record shows applicants make an amendment filed on 1 8 January 
2007 to include the embodiment with respect to "wherein the toner is comprised of 
toner particles with pigments and charge control agent on the surface of said toner 
particles" and about the same in the claims. 

Applicants' arguments filed on 18 January 2007 are correct that the 
applied reference with respect to Yamaguchi et al (5,536,612) do not disclose, 
teach or suggest the newly added embodiment with respect to "wherein the toner is 
comprised of toner particles with pigments and charge control agent on the surface 
of said toner particles" and about the same. 

The specification of the instant application has been carefully studied. 
In paragraph 0026, applicants disclose that large amounts of pigment and charge 
control agent are located on surfaces of toner particles by an interaction of the use 
of an amount of a hydrophilic monomer or polymer, pigment and charge control 
agent. In paragraphs 0052 to 0094 applicants show that an additional use of a polar 
grafting agent to a hydrophilic monomer or monomer provides additional charging 
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value and image density. They are not disclosed, taught and or suggested in 
Yamaguchi et al. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should 
preferably accompany the issue fee.
